New York City may have & dry New| tor 
Year’s Eve. The eve, falling on Sun- 
Gay this- year, has set the cabaret- 
restaurauteurs and the fotel owners 
wondering what is going to happen. 
Already they have appealed to Mayor 
Mitchel to extend their liquor license 
Privilege to cover Sunday night, and 
the Mayor is uncertain ‘what decision 
to make. Theatre managers likewise 
are apprehensive over the possibility of 


occasion. 

It was said at City Hall yesterday that 
the Mayor was inclined to-ask Police 
Commissioner Woods to enforce the law. 
The excise law. of the State requires 
that Mequor shall not be sold between 
midnight Saturday and 6 o'clock Mon- 
day morning. Hotels are exempt te 
this rule, and guests may He served 
their meals all day Sunday and un 
1, o'gock Monday morning. After that 
hour it is not even lawful to serve 
guests with liquor in their rooms. 

The Anti-Saloon League of New York 
has begun a movement to curb the sale 
of Aquor on New Year’s Eve, William 
H. Anderson, State Superintendent of 
the league, sent a letter to the Mayor, 
in which he says: 

“ Last year, pursuant to the request 
of many citizens that you gefuse ex- 
tendéd license on New - Bve, you 
did not permit the sale of ‘liquor all 
night, ‘but approved applications fer 
special licenses allowing the sale for 
one hour after the 2 o’clock hour now 
permitted in some of the restaurants. 
The téstimony seemed general that con- 
ditions were improved by this close ap- 
proximation to the four fixed by law. 

Favors Repressive Measures. 

“This year New Year's Eve falls on 
Sunday, and we respectfully urge that 
no extra time whatever be granted by 
Sway of special permit for the sale of 
liquor. The present excise law, which 
is in no sense a temperance measure, 
recognizes that these permits should not 
be granted either on Sunday morning 
or the morning following Sunday, which 
would necessarily involve a violation of 
the epirit of the Sunday restriction.

A Portland dispatch says that the 
“ fall rental.land tax,” alias the single 
tax,. was “overwhelmingly defeated 
“by a vote of 184,984 against and 
“ 43,829 for." According to the local

“leaving owners and mortgagees

It would be against the 
treaty, which we should be required 
to ‘annul. In all probability, how- 
ever, this result can be avoided, the 
court can be saved, and war can be 
prevented, by additional new agree- 
ments between our Government and 
the protesting republics, agreements 
or ,treaties which should have been 
made when the treaty with. Nicaragua 
was negotiated by Mr. Brran. There 
is . evidence that such. agreements 
would not be opposed by ‘the com- 
plainants, at least one of whom. has 
a good case.

NEW FORMS OF PROTECTION. 

Hitherto protection has been a do- 
mestic policy, stopping at the ocean’s 
edge like politics. Hereafter it is to 
have its range extended by our for- 
eign friends. They have learned how 
to improve upon what we taught 
them, and how to apply the policy to 
merchandising as well as to produc- 
tion. For example, the Federal Trade 
Commission has urged that copper 
producers should be allowed..to com- 
bine to place themselves upon an 
equality with German buyers. They 
buy unitedly, whereas our selling is 
dope competitively.. The result is 
that foreigners buy our products low- 
er than we can buy them for our- 
selves. There is reason’ to. suppose 
that this practice will be extended in 
Germany, the buying abroad being 
aggregated and regulated so tHat_it 
will assume.a national, if not an of- 


‘ficial, character. Thus German -buy- 


ers of miscellaneous products would 
not buy each for himself, but would 
place orders with a central purchasing 
agency. The result would ‘be that 
buyers would have the advantages of 
large-scale business, getting whole- 
sale reductions, and incidentally en- 
abling the purchasing agency to direct 
the buying in directions which would 
do most good. to German production. 
If an order were placed to import any 
foreign-made article of German man- 
ufacture the central agency would be 
able to direct the business toward the 
home seller. 

This is an example of German ef- 
ficiency, working in methods which 
we punish with fines. We have our 
choice to retaliate or to use the same 
methods ourselves. ‘World trade is 
shaping ‘itself toward ‘retaliation 
rather than reciprocity. This is Tes.

said that the King of England would 
have been locked up in Balmoral if 
he had outraged the national feeling 
as had the Kaiser. —
